WAR ‘VETERAN WHO 
KILLING HURT BY THUG. 


Young Man Enters 3 of J. F. 
McCormiek and Threatens to Murder 
Him if He Testifies in Favor of pe- 


Strikes Him Down with Revolver 
and Kicks Helpless Victim in the 


Because he had witnessed a killing and had 
declared he would tell the truth about it at 
the Coroner’s inquest, to be held on July 9, 
J. H. McCormick, 67 years old, of 153 North 
Elizabeth street, was threatened with death 
and cruelly ten yesterday afternoon by a 
rough-looking youth who called McCormick 
outside his own door. 

McCormick is a veteran of the civil war and 
mis right arm is paralyzed from a bullet that 
he received in battle. Despite his crippled 
condition the aged man attempted to resist 
his assailant, declaring even while the youth 

was kicking him in the face that he would 
— notmng but the truth of the killing of 
William Ryan on Tuesday night by Police- 
man John Ryan of the West Chicago Avenue 
Station. 

Wiiliam Ryan-was known as the leader of a 
gang of hoodlums that had terrorized the 
district about Kinzie and Elizabeth streets, 


ant was a member of the same gang. The as- 
sallant was accompanied by another youth, 
who took no part in the attack. f 


Makes Threat of Murder. 
It was shortly after 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon when McCormick was called to the door 


‘man who, he declares, was in the crowd of 
hoodlums on the evening of the shooting. 

“We understand you're going to try to 
clear this copper Who killed Ryan,” he was 
told. 

I'm tn tu one,“ 
responded McCormick. “I’m going to tell 
the Coroner’s jury what I saw; that’s all.“ 

Well, if you want to keep on living in 
this district you just keep away from there.“ 
said the youth. ‘‘ You've knocked more 
than once against this crowd, and you'll get 
this if you ain't careful.“ 

The fellow drew a revolver from his pocket 
‘and thrust it against the old man's breast, 
but McCormick refused to be awed by the 
weapon. 

My right arm is paralysed from.a bullet 
I got while fighting for the flag,” he de- 
clared. “If I had my strength I'd take 
that gun away from you and give you the 
beating you deserve.“ 


‘Uses Revolver as Club. 


The man struck McCormick over the head 
with the weapon, felling him to the ground, 
and then, as the veteran was making an

I am not afraid of 
them.”

Hull believes that their naturat rich- 
ness insures the eventual prosperity of the 
islands; but he is convinced, from conversa- 
tion with the Governors and army officers, 
that in many provinces poverty and other ob- 
stacles will prevent the successful collection 
of land taxes. 


Finds Salaries Are Too High. 

He believes that the salaries, excepting 
those of the clerks and minor employés, are 
high, from the commissioners downward, 
and that the provinces ought to have far 
larger areas and fewer officers. The United 
States Commissioners agree with this, but 
have deferred to the wishes of the inhabi- 
tants. 

Mr. Hull approves of the provincial laws, 
but is of the opinion that the bulk of the 
territory should be under military govern- 
ment until absolutely pacified and cleared of 
ladrones. He is. convinced the natives in 
general are not concerned. about the gov- 
ernment.

These views are typically those of the gen- 
erality of army officers. The American ci- 
vilians, as a rule, are not inclined to await a 
fair trial of the experiment of partial set- 
government, and the army and navy authori- 
ties are not in favor of any removals of 
troops.

return to work with the understanding that 
they would abide by the decision of thé com- 
mittee.

THE FOURTH IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
This Fourth of July will be made memor 
able in the Philippine Islands by the in- 
auguration of civil government. General 
Chaffee, the present Military Governor, 
will leave the Governor's palace at Manila,

. which will be oceupied by Judge William 


H. Taft, the first civil Governor of the 
archi } since Spain gave up its title, 
In honor of the day and of the formal 
transfer of authority to the civil branch 
of the government an elaborate celebration 
bas been planned. 

Military government is to be replaced by 
civil government wherever the latter is 
feasible. This is the case in the greater 
part of the archipelago, and for this rea- 
son it is probable that the strength of the 
military establishment in the Philippines 
will be decreased materially. Adjutant 
General Corbin, together with the Coimmis- 
sary General and Surgeon General, has 
gone there to ascertain whether, and if so 
to what extent, the number of troops can 
be reduced without crippling the power of 
the United States in the islands and with- 
| out encouraging the Filipinos to take up 
arms again. Now that quiet prevails, ex- 
cept in Samar and at a few other points, 


| economy and the wishes of the soldiers 


call for the transfer of some of the men 


Fin the Philippines to the United States. 


In establishing’ this civil government, at 
the head of which is Judge Taft, who 
has surrendered a life position as a mem- 
ber of the federal judiciary to assume this 
responsible position, the President is act- 
ing within hig military power and not under 
the Spooner amendment. He is acting in 
such a way that his course will be upheld 
by the Supreme Court when it comes to 
decide the Philippine questions. But while 
the newly established civil government is 
in a sense of military origin it will be 
practically supreme in’ the islands. The 
military authorities who have ruled so long 
will be subordinate to the civil authorities 
henceforth. 
It now remains for Governor Taft and 
his assistants to teach the little brown 
men wo make up the native population the 
blessings of peace and liberty under au 
honest and fair enfércement of the laws. 
The task is likely to be a difficult one be- 
cause the experience of the Filipinos under 
the Spanish Governors was such as to de- 
stroy their confidence in the honesty and 
justice of foreign officials. But in pro- 
portion to its difficulty is the importance 
of the work to be done. The condition of 
the islands for years to come may be af- 
fected by the events of the next few months, 
It the many perplexing problems which 
arise are met with tact and tolerance and 
are solved wisely it may be expected that 
the Filipinos will quickly learn. that under 
the American flag they are assured of such 
freedom and prosperity as they have never 
known. The public generally has confidence 
that Governor Taft will prove equal to the 
demands of his new position. He is quali- 
fied by training and experience to deal dis- 
cfeetly with the situation and to avoid 
unnecessarily hurting the prejudices and the 
sensitive feelings of the Filipinos, while 
at the same time putting into full force the 
laws provided for the government of the 
islands. 


COMMISSIONER EVANS WORK. 

Pension Commissioner Evans is accused 
by certain Grand Army men of trying to 
keep down the pension rolls and to reduce 
this enormous item of expense to the na- 
tion, and a strong fight for his dismissal 
is being made by some of his opponents. 
Many would-be oners say they are 
being deprived of their rights. Yet the pen- 
sion list shows no signs of shrinking, even 
under the economical management of Gen- 
eral vans. In the presence of the statis- 
tics on this subject the commissioner's ene- 
mies will have difficulty in convincing the 
public that he deserves to be dismissed on 
the charge preferred, | 

The total number of pensioners now on 
the rolls is 906,000, all except an insig- 
nificant proportion being on account of the 
civil war. At the close of the fiscal year 
just ended the roll ‘showed an>increase of 
2,500 pensioners over the previous year, in 
spite of the rapid rate at which the old 
soldiers are dying. During the year there 
were 49,612 names added to the roll, be- 
sides 60,043 increases and reratings, mak- 
ing a total of 100,655 new certificates issued 
by the Pension office during the fiscal year 
1001, an increase of 4,064 over the preced- 
ing year. That once has not been idle. 
The total of pensions paid during the year 
just closed is $180,823,489, a decrease of 
about $1,500,000 as compared with the 


previous. year.

The men who are 
sioner for not spe@ding enough money for 
pensions are mostly persons who have an 
ax to grind. They are drawn chiefly from 
the ranks of those who want pensions but 
have no valid claim on the public treasury. 
Commissioner Evans will gain rather than 


lose in the estimation of the public by keep- 


ing a strict watch and refusing all doubt- 
fal claims. He holds his office as an em- 
ployé and representative of the taxpayers 
and not of the seekers after pensions to 


which they are not entitled, 


THE SHEET STEEL STRIKE. . 

The strike which has been ordered by 
the President of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation does not grow out of the refusal 
of a demand for higher wages. Had such 
a demand been made it would not have 
been difficult to reach a compromise agree- 
ment or to leave the question to arbitra- 
tion, Some of the mills of the Sheet Steal 
company are union and some ere non-union. 
The President of the Amaigamated associa- 
tion, paraphrasing Lincoln’s remark about 
slavery, says, We take the ground that 
all sheet mills must be union or all must 
be non-union.” The officers of the Sheet 
Steel company say that the demand to treat 


4 its non-union mille as if they were union 


milis is one which the corporation “ natural- 
ly refuses” to accede to. 

This is not a question which ‘either side 
would be willing to leave to the uncertaiy- 
ties of arbitration. One party to the con- 
troversy believes that it has a right to run 
not-union as well as union milis and that 
it ia highly expedient to do so. The other 
party wishes to strengthen its organization. 
It believes that the stronger that organiza- 
tion is the better able will it be to prevent 
wage reductions at one time and to enforce 
wage increases at another.

From the point of view of labor this is a 
most sensible policy. ; 
The men at the head of the large labor 
organizations of this country are, as a rule, 
men of ability. They are quick to see 2 
chance to score a point. They are also 
quick to see when the attempt to score | 
will be a failure and to back out with as 
much grace as is possible. The officers at 
the Amalgamated association say they are 
going to stick to their position. If they 
become convinced in the course of a few 
weeks that the other side is resolved not 
to give in they will undoubtedly order the 
men back to work and wait for another op- 


portunity to carry their point. 


FEMININE SMOKERS, 

The talk about women smoking seems to 
be mostly smoke, though of course where 
there is so much smoke there must be some 
fire, or at least some ashes. But ashes of 
this kind are difficult to find, and one looks 
in vain for them in the smoking car, the 
public smoking-rooms, and even in private 
dens. To hear the pessithists rave one 
would imagine that it would soon be neces- 
sary for merchants to consider the advisa- 
bility of placing warnings against smokers 
in their stores, and that society ought to be 
concerning itself with such questions as 
whether a lady is insulting a gentleman by 
smoking in his presence and whether she 
ought to remove the firebrand from her 
mouth in passing a gentleman, even though 
her husband is not treated with the same 
consideration. 

There never was a time when women did 
not smoke, when one could not point to some 
antiquated dame who secretly loved this 
vice. And many a staid matron of today 
can recall an occasion when the bitterness 
of nicotine was more than balanced by the 
knowledge that she was tasting of a for- 
bidden, if featful, joy. But as a rule even 
the charm of forbiddenness is not sufficient 
to tempt the feminine amateur to further 
bitter delights of this kind, and most women 
have remained content with a limited num- 
ber of puffs. 

There are men who take what they are 
pleased to term a broad and philosophical 
view of the subject, and who declare that, 
inasmuch as tobacco is a vegetable that has 
a soothing effect upon the nerves, there is 
no reason why such tender nerved beings 
as women should not enjoy thissolace. But 
it must be confessed that popular prejudice 
is against these philosophers, and the fact 
of feminine supersensitiveness precludes 
the increase in numbers of women smokers. 


MR. BOUTELL’S BUFFALO SPEECH. 

Congressman Boutell’s address at the 
dedication of the IIlinois Building yester 
day at the Pan-American Exposition was 
a happy mixture of fun and seriousness. 
He had the rather difficult task of pleasing 
an audience made up of New-Yorkers and 
Illinoisans and of turning compliments to 
both without getting upon the toes of either. 
Mr. Boutell accomplished this with much 
tact and at the same time brought out 
many interesting historical points of con- 
nection between the two commonwealths, 


last State in the union on the same year 
that New York became the first State in | 
population. He also recalled the fact that 
in 1778 Illinois became a county of Vir- 
ginia, which was then the first State in 
the unioh. At that time we were content 
with being only a part of the greatest State, 
but Mr. Boutell gave modest warning that 
Illinois expects to be the whole thing before 
the century ends. 
Evidently the speaker was more than 
half in earnest in his attempt to rescue 
Illinois from its homely nickname of the 
“Sucker” State. Mr. Boutell says this 
spelling of the word is a libel invented 
by some envious Missourian, whose crime 
is the greater because it involves ingrati- 
tude. The Congressman cites Shakspeare 
to prove that the original word was “ suc- 
cors, meaning rescuers, and he recalls the 
historical fact that in 1780 Colonel George 
Rogers Olarke sent a band of soldiers to 
rescue St. Louis from a dangerous siege 
by Indians. At the approach of the de- 
liverers the anxious St. Louisans cried out 


Congressman Boutell will do 
his State a service if he can establish this 
derivation of the word, but whether he docs 
or not he has at least represented his State 
with honor in his Buffalo address. 


THE RACES ON THE HUDSON. 

When the Cornell crew won the ’varsity 
race at Poughkeepsie in 18 minutes and 
58 seconds it established a new world’s rec- 
ord for an eight-oared race over a four-mile 
course, It won with a deliberate and steady 
stroke backed with solid muscle and aided 
with a swing of the body which seems to 
have counted strongly in the result, Though 
Columbia and Wisconsin came in second 
and third, they also did splendid work, for 
they both covered the course in less than 
the previous record time. 

Chicagoans naturally would have been 
pleased to see their plucky neighbors of 
Wisconsin win the race, but the Badgers 
have no cause to be ashamed of their row- 
ing. They were thirty-eight seconds faster 
than the winner of last year’s race. With 
ordinary opponents they would have been 
first to cross the line, but the tremendous 
pace struck by their rivals was too much 
tor them. As it is they must be content 
with having taken a creditable part in what 
was probably the fastest race ever rowed. 
Pennsylvania can find consolation in the 
fact that ifs crack crew, which was sent 
to Henley, has begun by winning one heat. 
It beat the London Rowing club by three 
lengths and expects to be in the finale for 
the Grand Ohallenge Cup. 

Though the leading crews on the Hudson 
made such good time there seems to have 
been none of the overexertion and exhaus- 
tion suffered by the Yale and Harvard 
crews on the Thames at New London, It 
would be interesting to know whether this 
was due to better training or to the weather 
or water conditions, or to a stronger average 
physique among the Hudson oarsmen:

John Ross of Chicago, who was committed 
to an insane asylum in Indianapolis a week 
ago on the evidence of four young doctors 
and a justice of the peace, has been de- 
clared sane by tlie Superior Court. There 
has been no doubt of his-sanity. from the 
time he was taken in custody to the time of 
his formal release. The question now to 
be investigated is that of the motives of the 
men who sent this man to a madhouse 
without even the formality of an examina- 
tion. The matter has been presented to 
the Indianapolis grand jury and it remains 
for that bedy to determine whether the 
perpetrators of this outrage ate guilty of a 
criminal act or are only the careless ac- 
complices of a bad system. 
This case is believed by some to lend 
color to the suspicion that there is an organ- 
ized conspiracy to charge sane people with 
insanity in order to collect the paltry fees 
which the Indiana law unwisely allows in 


such cases. It is to be hoped that this sus 


picion will be discovered to be without 
foundation. One would be | to believe 
that any men would be guilty Of so diaboli- 
cal a practice as that of imprisoning sane 
persons among lunatics. It is more likely 


“chat the case of John Ross is an isolated 


one with special conditions of some kind to 
explain it. These conditions at best cannot 
excuse the young doctors for testifying on 


a subject which they had not investigated, | 


nor can they excuse the justice of the peace 
for committing a man to the asylum with- 
out bis presence in the court room. 

The Indiana law allowing fees to all 
who take part in insanity trials is vicious 
and should be changed. It is a constant 
invitation to unscrupulous persons to bring 
insanity charges against sane persons. The 
invitation is more urgent because the fees 
are paid whether the person is insane or 
not, so that he might be dismissed and his 
case scarcely be heard of by the public. 
Such a temptation should not be allowed to 
exist, The law should tend to discourage 


rather than to emcourage the imputation of . 


insanity, for such a charge may injure a 
man or woman by the mere statement of it. 
People are inclined to shun a man or woman 
who has béen called insane, even though the 
statement be proved false.
